The building was sold in 1988, remodeled in 1996, 
and became a restaurant. It was designated a New 
York City Landmark on 24 June 1997, and was added 
to the National Register of Historic Places on 30 
November 1999.

It was purchased in 2004 by the Maharishi Mahesh

The Delaware County National Bank Building was chartered in 
1814, and moved its offices to the structure commonly known as 
The Wolf Building in 1882. Like the city that they called home, 
the bank and the building have had a long and storied history. 
For 156 years, from 1814 to 1970, the institution conducted busi- 
ness as Delaware County National Bank. When DCNB consoli- 
dated with the National Bank of Chester County in 1970, its 
name was changed to Southeast National Bank of Pennsylvania. 
In 1984, Southeast National was itself merged into Fidelity 
Bank.

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HOW ABOUT AUSTRALIA? 





Since 1984, by arrangement with Australia Post, the 
Australian Philatelic Federation has produced a 
number of limited issue stamp replica cards. 


Stamp replica cards are bear reproductions of 
intaglio or recess printed Australian stamps using 
the original stamp dies. Since the stamp images on 
the stamp replica cards are the equivalent of proofs 
from the original dies, details of the designs are 
reproduced in sharper images than that achieved on 
the issued stamps. These steel dies were engraved by 
hand at actual stamp size - an artistic feat requiring 
an exceptional degree of skill. 


By purchasing stamp replica cards, collectors will 
not only be; adding an exciting new element to their 
collection but will also be assisting the growth of phi- 
lately in Australia, since revenue from the sales of 
the cards will pass to the Australian Philatelic 
Federation (A.P.F.). This organization, known previ- 
ously as the Australian Stamp Promotion Council, 
was established in 1976 to represent the interests of 
organized philately on a national level.

THE S.C.C.S.AUCTION: HOW IT WORKS! 


This is an attempt to explain how I process the auc- 
tion bids. 


1) After I have entered the lots into the auction list(s) 
in the Journal, I enter them into a spreadsheet 
(Excel), with a series of columns, which will be used 
for each bidder’s input. 


2) In most cases, the bidder has not totaled her/his 
bids, so I do that to be sure I have entered all their 
bids. The spreadsheet has been pre-programmed to 
have a total at the bottom of each column. 


3) After I enter each bid submitted, and verify the 
total (i.e., all bids have been entered), the “column” 
is “hidden”, awaiting the next bidder. Therefore, I 
have no idea of what the previous bids are on any 
particular lot(s) until the end of the bidding period. 


4) After the bidding period is over, I make a copy of

auctions. Do you have any interest in vignettes, for- 
eign cards or prints, or privately printed material 
from clubs, etc. There is a lot of material out there, 
not all of it intaglio-printed, but much of it is still 
quite worth including in your collection(s). What do 
you “need” and are looking for? LET ME KNOW! 


the overall bidding results. This is then reviewed and 
duplicated, and the “no bid” items are deleted. A 
copy of this sheet is then processed to reveal the win- 
ning bids (i.e., the lesser bids are deleted), which are 
then allocated to the winning bidders. 


5) The cards are “pulled” and placed in folders for 
each winning bidder. They are weighed (with the 
packaging) and the postage/ insurance (if any) is cal- 
culated, and a minimal $1.00 charge for packaging. 


6) The winning bidders are notified (by post card, 
with 29¢ added, if not received on line), and, on 
receipt of payment, are sent their lots. 


This process is not infallible, and I make mistakes 
sometimes (hopefully, not too often), for which I am 
more than willing to correct!

Dr. Barry Krein (2079) 








In 1982, while working on my stamp collection, | 
somehow came across a B28 card and decided to add 
it to the airmail section of my album just for interest. 
| wondered what it was, and further investigation 
led me to the wide world of souvenir cards. Robert 
Bailey had a starter collection for sale which I bought 
and have built on ever since. 


Once one has an appreciation for souvenir cards, it is 
natural to expand from the B cards to the SO and the 
rest. I am fascinated by the intricacies of the 
engraved images. They are essentially works of art. I 
like to look at the images under headlamp magnifi- 
cation. It is amazing how much detail is actually in 
the engravings. For example, on most of the 
engraved figures, under magnification, you can actu- 
ally see expressions on the faces. And on the object 
designs there is a striking degree of detail. Another 
feature of some of the cards is the rainbow of attrac- 
tive ink colors that can be used. 


My collection is housed in 1 1/2" or 2 1/2" gray 
Staples binders (good quality and reasonable price). 
The standard cards are in sheet protectors and the 
smaller items are in Vario black background sheets, 
one item to a page. All pages bear the number of the 
card affixed to the page, made with a hand-held 
labeler. I prefer not to organize them chronological- 
ly. I like to keep each series of cards together (type 
storage, e.g., all B cards together in order, etc.). It is 
important to keep them away from humidity and 
pollutants. I purchased a dehumidifier which runs 
any time the indoor humidity is over 59%. Of course, 
they are in a smoke-free environment. I do prefer 
mint, but also have some SC cards that I could not 
resist. My collection has spread to about 65" of shelf 
space and includes B, SO, Forerunner, PS, SOA, FM, 
ANA, Q, MB, SCCS, Napex and unlisted cards and 
prints. My inventory is simply an orderly list, 
chronologically by each type of card and I have not 
kept track of the price that I paid for each item, as I 
never had the need to do that. I do not collect for 
investment purposes, just for enjoyment. 


Though it is hard to pick a favorite, I guess my 
favorite is the 1979 Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and 
Edson reprint from the original 1850 plate. At 22" x 
28", it could hardly be called a "card". It is more of a 
poster, but it does have card number FSO 1979 A. It 
is done in black and shows over 100 extremely 
detailed vignettes. Due to the size, I have it archival- 
ly mounted in a gold frame and it hangs on the wall 
of my office, a stunning piece (reduced, opposite). 





My most interesting "card" also is not a "card" but is 
a silk handkerchief, which carries the number B 218. 
[ also have this archivally mounted and framed in 
gold on the wall—an instant conversation piece, for 
sure! 


As far as a true card-size favorite, my choice would 
have to be the ABNC Archives set (SOA series). The 
subject matter is largely the United States. The 
vignettes are inspiring as well as educational and 
give the observer a great appreciation of the earlier 
days of our country. My other favorite is the 
Voncorp card series, with proof quality images of 
early philatelic items, but they are not actually sou- 
venir cards. 


One thing I wish for the hobby is that there should be 
more opportunity for interaction for our members. 
The few SCCS meeting I have been at coin shows 
were not very well attended. We are fortunate to 
have this SCCS Journal which is one of the founda- 
tions that keeps our hobby viable. It is such a wealth 
of information, thanks to Bill Kriebel; and his recent 
Visual Reference is essential for every collector. 


As a physician, I have learned that, as we get older, 
it is important to have many diverse sources of cog- 
nitive stimulation to maintain plasticity of brain 
function. Souvenir card collecting is perfectly suited 
for this role as a visual source of stimulation. In addi- 
tion, the integrative and organizational areas of the 
brain are stimulated by the various aspects of locat- 
ing, procuring, maintaining and organizing the 
items. 


Like stamp collecting, souvenir card collecting can- 
not really be considered a great financial investment, 
as such. For me it is simply a great way to appreciate 
what I consider a form of art while at the same time 
enjoying some cognitive and relaxation benefits. 


[Editor’s Note: I thank Barry for sharing his collec- 
tion with the membership. I caution that the binders 
and “sheet protectors” should be of archival quality, 
i.e., no PVC. I have used such binders/sheets pro- 
duced by Light Impressions, but have found an alter- 
native and less-expensive source—Bags Unlimited. I 
also caution that the sheet protectors be separated 
from the binder rings so that the card edges do not 
come in contact with them. And, please don’t use 
photo-corner mounts! Any adhesive will migrate, 
and the material itself responds differently to the 
light, leaving marks on the card! Words to the wise!]
